The beginning of the packing sea- 


son means that the local packing 
house will now be operated practical- 
ly continuously until the last of the 
crop has been handled next spring. 
The first packing would have been 
done earlier this week if the recent 
heavy rains had not put the roads in 
po^r condition for hauling the fruit. 


Present indications are that this 


season will he a heavier one for the 
local packing house than last season, 
in spite of the reports that the crop 
of oranges and grapefruit is not as 
large as last year, and prospects fo~ 
excellent prices for fruit are exceed- 
ingly bright. 
Approximately 32,000 


boxes of fruit were handled through 
the local packing house last season, 
and at least 10,000 more boxes will be 
handled this season. The most of this

enemy in detail should the latter be 
divided into squadrons. The value of 
such a waterway to a defending force 
is apparent.

An enemy operating on the 
high seas against our coast would 
then have to always keep its force 
concentrated. 
Otherwise it would

The Halifax Journal and the DoLand News contained so much 


in their last issues that was unfair to me, my friends have concluded 
that I should write this letter. 


I caused to be arrested Hugh Sparkman, Editor of the Halifax 


Journal, for criminal libel. 
1 have also had my Attorney. Mr. 


George De Cottes of Sanford, start civil proceedings against this 
paper. 
I am willing for this matter to bo determined by the courts. 


I do not want to try it. as evidently it is the desire ot the DeLand 
News and the Halifax Journel to try it, through the naw&paperb. 
It is absolutely immaterial to me who tries this 'case. 
I am willing 


to have it tried by a Volusiu County Jury, and by Volusia County 
officials, or I am willing to try it by a Volusia County Jury and any 
other set of officials that the Governor or those in charge should see 
fit to send here to try the case. 
Judge Fish ruled that the law would 


not permit him to disqualify himself and request the Governor to 
send another Judge to try the case, bias and prejudice only being 
charged against Judge Fish, but to show that he wanted to be fair, 
and that 1 ask for nothing but fairness, he offered to send the case 
into another County, if Sparkman and his Attorneys would only make 
the request for a change of venue in another County.

SUBMARINES AND PREPAREDNESS 


By Rear-Admiral A. W. Grant 


The following address by Rear-Ad- 


miral A. W. Grant, U. S. N., on "Sub- 
.marines and the Inside Passages," 
was delivered before the eighth an- 
nual convention of the Atlantic Deep- 
er Waterways convention at Savan- 
nah, Ga., November, 1915: 
Mr. Presiding

Gentlemen: 
After the many speeches that have

I am pleased to hear in the remarks

I am sorry to have missed you as 


you passed through St. Augustine, as 
I was most anxious to discuss canal 
matters with Mr. West and yourself. 


It has always been the Intention ot 


tlie canal company to maintain itp 
waterway to proper depth and widtt 
and to that end the company has been 
working since November of last year, 
expending in the time named some- 
thing over $23,000.00 (about $4000.00 
south of Jupiter and the balance north 
of Halifax river). This is outside of 
operating expenses. 


The company has dredged out chan- 


nel between head of North river and 
i-ntrance to St. Johns river, removing 
some 80,000 yards of material, pur- 
chasing right-of-way 
through 
Island 


at St. Johns river approach and mak- 
ing canal through said Island so as 
lo secure permanency. 
Our dredge 


'.N'o. 1" is now working in the sec- 
tion of canal between Matanzas In- 
let and the Halifax river. We hope to 
have this work finished in sixty days. 
The company has entered into a con- 
tract with the Lake Worth Dredging 
company to remove shoals between 
Jupiter and Lake Worth, work to be- 
Kin today. 
We are also negotiating 


for a suitable machine to dp the re- 
quired dredging at Lake Mabel and 
otiier points soutli of Lake Worth. 
Small shoals will be removed at Haul- 
over canal approaches and the Cut 
Off Canal at Shipyard Reach. Owing 
to certain dredging operations by the 
Prosperity Farms company last fall, 
great damage was done to our water- 
way opposite Delia Creek, near canal 
entrance to Lake Worth, and while 
every effort wds made to secure a sult- 
ablermachine to clear the channel at 
that point it was obstructed for aliiTnt

Fox Cut 
was almost uniformly deficient In bot- 
tom width with shoals in some place: 
From St. Augustine to St. Johns river 
It was not practicable to Intelligently 
determine the condition of the canal 
owing to a high tide of which we did 
not know the level. 


From Biscayne Bay to Tomolta Ca- 


nal no recent work in the nature of 
canal maintenance was apparent. In 
Tomoka Canal evidence of recent 
work existed, though in some places 
the canal needed attention which had 
apparently been omitted jn t»ie work i 
which had been done. 
In Fox Cut 


dredge was observed at work clear-' 


ing the channel. It was observed that 
thp dredge on account of short boom t 
mid high spoil bank was not able to 
] 


dispose of the material properly. The ' 
work which we observed as having re- i 
cently been done, and then being per-! 
formed, appeared more in the nature I 
of an emergency measure to tempo-1 
rarily correct the bad condition of the 
canal than a well directed plan of ade- 
quate maintenance. 


Our examination of the canal indi- 


cates that the condition of the water- 
way is not as good now as it was in 
1912 prior to the beginning of work of 
restoration by the Trustees of the In 
lenial Improvement Fund under an

Statement of Sheriff Smith 


DcLand, Florida. November 1, ISlfi. 


TO THE VOTERS OP VOLUSIA COUNTY: 


Having Jieard nothing from Mr. Morris in response to my letter 


of October 2:ird, I address this final letter to you. 


The Halifax Journal and the DoLand News contained so much 


in their last issues that was unfair to me, my friends have concluded 
that I should write this letter. 


I caused to be arrested Hugh Sparkman, Editor of the Halifax 


Journal, for criminal libel. 
1 have also had my Attorney, Mr. 


George De Cottes of Sanford, start civil proceedings against this 
paper. 
I am willing for this matter to bo determined by the courts. 


I do not want to try it, as evidently it is the desire ot the DeLand 
News and the Halifax Journel to try it, through the n3w»uapen>. 
It is absolutely immaterial to me who tries this case. 
I am willing 


to have it tried by a Volusia County Jury, and by Voiusia County 
officials, or I am willing to try it by a Volusia County Jury and any 
other set of officials that the Governor or those in charge should see 
fit to send here to try the case. 
Judge Fish ruled that the law would 


not permit him to disqualify himself and request the Governor to 
send another Judge to try the case, bias and prejudice only being 
charged against Judge Fish, but to show that he wanted to be fair, 
and that 1 ask for nothing but fairness, he offered to send the case 
into another County, if Sparkman and his Attorneys would only make 
the request for a change of venue in another County. 
The case 


would be tried by a Judge. Solicitor and Jury absolutely unacquainted 
witli any of the fads and details. 
It would doubtless bo sent into 


Orange County for trial; Sparkman has lived in Orlando and edited 
a paper there—this may be one of the reasons that he objects to the 
case lii-Ing sent into Orange County.

SUBMARINES AND PREPAREDNESS 


By Rear-Admiral A. W. Grant 


The following address by Rear-Ad- 


miral A. W. Grant, U. S. N., on "Sub- 
.marines and the Inside Passages," 
was delivered before the eighth an- 
nual convention of the Atlantic Deep- 
er Waterways convention at Savan- 
nah, Ga., November, 1915:

Dear Sir: — 


I am sorry to have missed you as 


you passed through St. Augustine, as 
I was most anxious to discuss canal 
matters with Mr. West and yourself. 


It has always been the Intention ot 


the canal company to maintain itp 
waterway to proper depth and widtt 
and to that end the company has been 
working since November of last year, 
expending in the time named some- 
thing over $23,000.00 (about $4000.00 
south of Jupiter and the balance north 
of Halifax river). This is outside of 
operating expenses. 


The company has dredged out chan- 


nel between head of North river and 
i-ntrance to St. Johns river, removing 
some 80,000 yards of material, pur- 
chasing right-of-way 
through 
Island 


at St. Johns river approach and mak- 
ing canal through said Island so as 
lo secure permanency. 
Our dredge 


'.N'o. 1" is now working in the sec- 
tion of canal between Matanzas In- 
let and the Halifax river. We hope to 
have this work finished in sixty days. 
The company has entered into a con- 
tract with the Lake Worth Dredging 
company to remove shoals between 
Jupiter and Lake Worth, work to be- 
Kin today. 
We are also negotiating 


for a suitable machine to dp the re- 
quired dredging at Lake Mabel and 
otiier points soutli of Lake Worth. 
Small shoals will be removed at Haul- 
over canal approaches and the Cut 
Off Canal at Shipyard Reach. Owing 
to certain dredging operations by the 
Prosperity Farms company last fall, 
great damage was done to our water- 
way opposite Delia Creek, near canal 
entrance to Lake Worth, and while 
every effort wds made to secure a sult- 
ablermachine to clear the channel at 
that point it was obstructed for aliiTnt 
three weeks, to the inconvenience M 
many yachts; another obstruction at 
Foxes Cut caused by the passage of 
wo large dredges in July, caused us 
i considerable loss, and resulted in 
niich unjust criticism of the canal 
•ompany.
